The appeal was 
made to Judge Bond, United States cireu.t 
judge of the Fourth circuit, aud this Kit 
was brought on petition ol Tom's mother a* 
his nearest friend. The bill asks for all 
monies Mr. Bethune has received since the 
emancipation of slaves by President 
Lincoln's proclamation, and that he malcr 
an account to the court forth- 
with. Judge Bond has also granted 
an injunction restraining and forbidding 
Mr. Bethune, his agents or servants, to re- 
move Blind Tom out of the Jurisdiction of 
this court. Tho injunction has boon served 
on Bethune by Uuited States Marshal 
O'Nell; also an order to show cauae, return- 
able nt Richmond, Va., iu the Uuited 
States circuit court for the Ersteru district 
of Virginia, on the 8th day of Oetot.er, why 
the custody of the person and estate ol 
Blind Tom, should not, by tho order of this 
court, be giveu and delivered to his mother 
or some other suitable p trsou until the final 
decree be made, and that Bethune at the 
same time aud place show cause why he 
should not immediately pay into the regis- 
try of this court a sufficient sum ol money, 
a part of tho earnings of Tom now in hi* 
hands to be applied to the oaro and mainten- 
ance of Tom as uon compos mentis during 
the pending of the suit aud the coat of th<» 
litigation 

This is about the outline of the contro- 
versy. AU papers, orders and other matters 
are on file in the clerk's office of the United 
States circuit court of Alexandria.

Tom's mother resides in New 
York. She is an Intelligent old woman, and 
left her former homo to gain the rights ot 
her son, who has worked thirty years and 
has made by his concerts thousands of dol- 
lars, sup|H>rting the Bethunes and making 
them rich, while he himself is virtually yel 
a slave. 

The records un 1 docket of the United 
States court in Balti more are so old and 
worn that there is grout danger of valuable 
papers becoming worthless. The clerk of 
the court having asked the llrst compioller 
if the necessary expenses for copying them 
would lie allowed iiim, the comptroller has 
replied that he fully understands the impor- 
tance of the work and has no doubt but that 
congress will make the necessary appropria- 
tion. In the absence, however, of authority 
to pass such an account, ho cannot encour- 
age the clerk to do the work, the law not 
investing him with discretionary power 
to sanction what is apparently absolutely 
necessary for the preservation of valuable 
records.

Prohibited Immigrants. 

Washington, Sept. A— Acting Secretary 
Fairchild hns issued a circular to commis- 
sioners of emigrants and customs officers iu 
regard to tho landing of prohibited immi- 
grants. It says that in view of the difflcul- 
culties which have arisen in regard to tin- 
construction of so much of Section i of "An 
act to regulate immigration" approved Au- 
gust 31, 1882, as refers to the landing of con 
victa, lunatics, idiots or persons unable to 
take care of themselves without becoming a 
public charge, it lias been loomed advisable 
to make other rules in addition to the gen- 
eral regulations heretofore made on the suo 
Ject. One of the new rules provides: 

"That all immigrants arriving at porU of 
the United States shall bu regarded as iu 
fact landed, within the meaning of tho see 
ond section of the act referred to, so long as 
they ore undergoing the examination of 
commissioners of emigration or of their 
agents or representatives, and so long as 
they are temporarily in charge at those offi- 
cers, aud any trmi«>rnry removal of prohi- 
bited immigrants from on board ship to a 
place of convenient examination, care or 
icidental to surh

Rawlins, Wy., Sept 4,— The larjceirt coal 
mines in the entire Union Pacific system are 
at Rock Springe, 120 miles went of Rawlins. 
The road baft recently been importing large 
numbers of Chinese to fill the places of white 
The entire force of white 



numbering about ISO itrong, organized and 
armed with shot guns, marched to that por- 
tion of the town occupied by the celestials, 



and after firing a volley into the air reload- 
ed and ordered the "pig tails" to leave, The 
order was obeyed at once, the Cbinenien 
fleeing to the hills like a drove of sheep, 
closely pursued by the miners. 

Several volleys were fired at the fugitives 
with fatal results. The Chinese quarters 
were then set on fire, and thirty-nine houses 
owned by the company were destroyed. The 
miners then visited the various mines in the 
camp, unoarthed all the Chiname n at work 
there and made them flee for their Uvea 
They flew. 

Of some four hundred Chinamen who 
made Rock Springs their home not one re-

Seven were killed outright by the shots fired 
by miners, and many are wounded. It is 
said also that several feeble and helpless 
from disease perished in the flames of China- 
town. Sheriff Young arrived at the scene 
from Green river by a special train with a 
posse of deputies, but too late to prevent the 
mob from carrying out it* plans. 

The miners quietly dispersed after making 
sure of the departure of the Celestials, and 
all is quiet The Union Pacific officials ap- 
pealed to Governor Warren for protection, 
and Assistant (ieuera) Huporintendent Dick- 
inson and Superintendent Wurtele are en 
route for the scene of trouble by a special 
train. Both of these men are popular with 
the miner* and will probably be able to 
quell any disturbance likely to arise now.
